The Governaor has been pull
ing nt one end of the rope, the Legls
Iature has been pulling at the other
end, and nothing much has resulted
elther to the good or to the Interest
of the 10,000,000 people of the Em-
pire State.

To admit that this 1s not merely a
negntively frultless, but a positively
evil situation, nohody need take sldes
with the Governor and uobody need
take sldes with the Leglelature, Suff-
clent will it be to consider the publie
service. It must be perfectly clear to
the general public and it eught to be
to the Governor and to the Legisia-
ture that nelther side was sent to
Albany merely to conduct a politieal
war on the other. Nelther slde was
sent there merely to balk the plans
of the other. Both were sent there
to do the work of the public. They
cannot do It by playing tag of war
all the time. :

Not as Republicans or Democrats,
not as friend or euemy, but as repre-
sentntives of the people of the State
of New York, let the opposing ele-
ments, swhatever they feel entitlal to
do In respect of other things, get to-
gether when It s a ecnse of the bus!-
pness of the pullic pure and simpfe.

Our Valorous Negro Troops.

New York welcomed to their homes
yesterday the negro soldlers who, re-
cruited as the Fifteenth Regiment of
the Natlonal Guard, won fame for
thameelves In the United States Army
as members of the 300th Infantry.
The tale of thelr courage, their devo-
tfon and thelr good humor preceded
them. From the day of thelr landing
in France reports of thelr eoldlerly
conduct were frequent, and the testi-
mony of thelr officers to thelr good
behavior Is borne out not only by that
of newspaper correspondentss but by
the numerous decorations conferred
on them by the forelgn commanders
under whom they fought.

The negro soldlers did not face the
task of making a good reputation for
fighting men of thelr raca. That had
been written In the history of the
nation by thelr predecessors in other
wars. From the Revolutlon onward,
whenever and wherever the United
States has needed soldlers, the ne-
groes have responded. They have al-
ways been recognized in the Regular
Army as splendid material for pro-
fesslonal soldlers, and they have simi-
larly won honor In the ranks of the
volunteers, In I'rance they were
brought Into comparison with negroes
from other parts of the world, and In
that comparison they suffered in no
way whateoever.

The negroes of New York who went
oversea return to thelr eity with
the knowledge that they have earned
the plaudits that will be uttered In
thelr honor by men of all races. They
have upheld and ralsed higher than
it ever was before the standard of
their race. They have glven the lle
to the contentlons that city life s
peculiarly demorallzing to men whose
skins mre black, anid that the clty
negro has not the physleal stamina
or the moral Integrity of the fleld
hand. The story of thelr achieve-
ments In the fleld Is the final apawer
to those who have held thamt only
in the Southern climatey and under
patrinrchal government can the nm»
gro develop the highest qualities of
manhood and self-reliance.

Becretary Grass of the Treasury has
formally asked Congress not to Impose
on his Department the job of enforcing
prohibition. The Bureau of Internal
Revenues has about all it can do ex-
plaining and collecting the Income tax
and does not want to exchange the
tpsk of selling stamps for the reprea-
sive duties of n police force. [ilicit
stlils have furnished many plcturesque
adventures for the record of the De-
partment, but the business of applying
A criminal statute is something it
would like to dodge.

A Liverpoo! gentleman was held up
recently by four men wearing Amerl-
ean army uniforms, whose spokesman
ghouted, “Hands up or we'll let day-
light through syou!" This sounds too
much llke a motion picture “cut in"
ta be convincing. Those highwaymen
were Impostors; no American robber
would use such language off the stage
or outside a novel

Admirnl Jaisoog's account of the loss
of the Mampshire with Kirenexer of
Khartoum will certalnly revive Interest
in this mysterious incldent of the wir,
Aceording to JeLpyooe, the Hampshire
struck a moored mine set by a Ger-
man submarine. The gpinion that
Kircnenen's death was the result of o
betrayal of confidence s widely held;
the hope that the Marahal survives Is
still harbored by many persons, with
some of whom It amounts to a belief.

THE REED ACT DECISION.

Its Effect on the Power of Congress
Over the States.

To tan Eorror o Tex Sux—S8ir: It
may truly be sald that the recent Su-
prems Court deci#ion In the Reed bone
dry act case |Is deplorable when 1t can
lead to such vigorous outspoken dissent
as that of Justices McReynolds and
Clark

That It eencerns llquor im of minor
{mportance, far greater matter |s con-
} cerned, and that Ly the right of a Stats
o make is laws In the way the Con-
stitution intended, and particularly so
long aa an adjoining State is Jeft to
that privilege. This declsion eatablishes
a power in Congress nowhere delegated
to 1t by the Constitution. That the Su-
prenle Court has spoken estabilshes it
as law; but no court can make fact out
of clear fallacy.

The decision purports, first, to Interpret
the meaning of the amendment, and
second, to pass upon its constitutionnlity.
1t plainly errs in both cases unless the
principles laid down In &ll previous de-
cislons are erroneouan and unless the
English language has no meaning.

The Reed act {taelf nowhesre pro-
hibita the Importation of liguor Into any
State except In Interstate commerce, and
Just as plalnly Congress has no power
over the matter except 80 far as it con-
cerna Interstate commerce. But It has
| everywhere been Interpreted that a man
may not pass the border of a dry State
with {¢ in his hand or in hla auton
blie, whother the State law permita that
or not; and this interpretation is now
upheld although Individual action of the
citizens of the Biates s a matter for
State reguliction owver which no declaion
or any principle of logic gives the Con-
ETESE ANy DOwWer.

Ita power to regulate any matter con-
coarning Interstate commerce |8 ungues-
tioned, provided all States are treated
alike, ard In the Wehb-Kenyon cams 1t
was held with good common senss to
have the power to regulate It differently
for different States, according to the
law ©of the Siate itself; that s, If &
| Btate hum itaelf prohibited the importa-
tlon of A commodity, then the Congress
may prohibit Interstate carriers, over
which the State has no control, from {me-
porting L Into that State, although ta
importation into an adjoining State may
bo Iawful because that Hinte has mot
| prohibited 1. To this extent Congresa
may treat the States differently, be-
eauss they have themselven electad to
be treated differently and may help each
to have what it warts, Dut this deni-
slon now empowers Congross 1o enact
different lawa for different States,
whether they have so elecied or not.

For example, Maina and Wast Vire
ginta have prohibited the manufactyre
and sala of liguor within thelr borders,
but have not prohlbited Its importation,
and so far us Maine 18 concerned | cian
confidently state that not only could no
leglalature be induced to prohibit it, but
none could be elected o do mo nor any
referondum to order it. In other words,
she lins elected to permit ite importation
(o long as It s not sold thereln) s
much as Massacliusetta does. Yet the
Suprema Cpurt has now sald that Cone.
gress hun sald and has the power 1o say
that It ahall not be transported into
Mnine fn any manner, but may be taken
Into Massachuseits, although &o far as
the Btate lawa are conterned thoy mre
on the same javel

Justice MeHeynolda truly says in dis-
senting :

In the estimats of ninety-one wotsa
Mr. Mann gets eredit for two votes from
New England, which are practically cer-
tain to go to Representative Glllett
{Mass.). 'Ths same ls trus of five votes
